The  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company

And  whereas  the  said  Uniform  Code  makes  no 
specific  provision  in  flagging  rules  to  accommodate 
construction  adjacent  to  the  railway  lines  and  the 
inherent  dangers  encountered  by  falling  rocks, 
blasting,  and  the  like: 

And  whereas  the  said  Uniform  Code  makes  no 
provision  for  the  use  of  radio-telephone  with  regard 
to  dispatching  trains  on  railways  and  also  the 
inherent  dangers  of  micro-wave  radio  transmission 
detonating  electric  blasting  within  close  proximity 
to  such  radio  transmission: 

And  whereas  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway 
Company  intends  to  use  radio-telephone  micro- 
wave  transmission  for  the  transmitting  of  messages 
to  and  from  its  rolling-stock  operating  on  its  lines: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ray  Gillis  Williston,  Acting 
Minister  of  Railways  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  in  conformity  with  the  above,  hereby 
certify  that,  pursuant  to  section  186  of  the  “Rail¬ 
way  Act,”  being  chapter  285,  R.S.B.C.  1948,  I  have 
amended  the  Uniform  Code  of  Operating  Rules  to 
apply  immediately  and  specifically  to  the  Pacific 
Great  Eastern  Railway  Company  as  follows: — 

“  Where  construction  or  work  of  any  nature  is 
being  carried  out  on  or  adjacent  to  the  railway,  and 
wherever  such  work  might  endanger  railway  prop¬ 
erty  or  the  safe  passage  of  trains  or  rolling-stock, 
the  following  rules  shall  apply: — 

“(a)  Rule  41  of  the  Uniform  Code  of  Operating 
Rules  to  be  observed  in  its  entirety  by  all 
parties  concerned: 

‘'(b)  Audible  signal  systems  approved  by  the 
Chief  Inspector  to  be  installed  and  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  party  or  parties  doing  the 
work: 

“(c)  Qualified  flagmen  to  be  employed.  In 
order  to  be  qualified,  flagmen  shall  be 
examined  and  approved  by  the  railway 
company  on  its  flagging  rules,  and  the 
costs  of  employing  them  shall  be  borne  by 
the  party  or  parties  performing  the  work  or 
construction. 

“  Where  the  words  ‘  transmitted  by  telephone  ’ 
appear  in  the  Uniform  Code  of  Operating  Rules, 
such  words  shall  also  mean  and  include  radio-tele¬ 
phone,  and  where  radio-telephone  is  used  in  lieu 
of  telegraph  or  line  telephone,  the  following  addi¬ 
tional  rules  shall  also  apply: — 
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“Radio  Silence  Rules 

“  On  railway  lines  over  which  rolling-stock 
equipped  with  radio-telephone  may  pass  and  blast¬ 
ing-powder  is  to  be  primed  with  electric  detonators 
within  one  thousand  feet  of  such  lines,  the  person 
or  person  performing  the  blasting  shall  immediately 
preceding  cause  ‘  radio  silence  signs  ’  to  be  placed 
on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  track  one  thousand 
feet  in  each  direction  from  the  point  where  the 
blasting  is  to  take  place,  and  when  the  powder  has 
been  detonated  the  signs  shall  be  removed. 

“  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  placing 
‘  radio  silence  signs  ’  adjacent  to  the  track  to  notify 
the  train-dispatcher  as  to  the  exact  mileage  and 
location  where  such  signs  are  to  be  placed  or 
removed,  and  the  train-dispatcher  may  withhold 
permission  for  the  placing  of  such  signs  until  all 
trains  in  the  area  have  been  duly  notified,  not¬ 
withstanding,  however,  no  powder  shall  be  primed 
with  electrical  detonators  within  the  prescribed 
limits  until  approved  signs  have  been  placed. 

“Approved  ‘  radio  silence  signs  ’  shall  be  three 
(3)  feet  wide  by  two  (2)  feet  high,  with  six  (6) 
inch  white  luminous  letters  on  black  non-luminous 
background.  Approaching  the  silence  area  the 
board  shall  read  ‘  radio  silence  begins,’  and  the 
reverse  side  shall  read  *  radio  silence  ends.’  The 
centre  of  the  sign  shall  be  placed  not  less  than  three 
(3)  feet  and  not  more  than  six  (6)  feet  from  the 
level  of  the  track  ballast,  with  the  track-side  edge 
of  the  sign  six  (6)  feet  from  the  gauge  side  of  the 
nearest  rail,  and  with  ‘  radio  silence  begins  ’  facing 
the  right  side  with  respect  to  approaching  traffic. 

“  Where  signs  indicating  radio  silence  are  placed 
at  the  side  of  the  track,  trains  or  equipment  with 
radio-telephone  shall  observe  radio  silence  by 
switching  off  the  power  from  all  radio-telephones 
while  such  equipment  is  between  all  signs  so 
placed.”

And  whereas  it  is  now  considered  necessary  and 
advisable  to  make  regulations  to  guide  the  admin¬ 
istration,  management,  and  use  of  Provincial  parks 
of  Class  “C": 

Therefore,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under 
the  provisions  of  section  160  of  the  “Forest  Act,” 
being  chapter  128  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1948,”  regulations  be  made  in 
the  form  of  the  draft  regulations  attached  hereto.

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  PROVINCIAL 
PARKS,  CLASS  “  C,”  1956 

1.  Interpretation.  —  In  these  regulations,  unless 
the  context  otherwise  requires: — 

“  Board  ”  or  “  Park  Board  ”  means  the  Board 
for  a  Class  “  C  ”  park  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “Forest  Act”: 

“  Chief  Forester  ”  means  the  Chief  Forester  of 
the  Forest  Service  of  the  Department  of 
Lands  and  Forests: 

“  Park  ”  means  any  park  of  Class  “  C  ”  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  created  under 
Part  XII  of  the  “  Forest  Act.” 

Part  I 
Park  Boards 

2.  Duty  of  Park  Boards. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  Park  Board  appointed  by  the  Minister  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Forest  Act  ”  to  manage  and 
administer,  regulate,  and  control  the  park  for 
which  such  Board  has  been  appointed,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Forest  Act.” 

3.  The  Minister  shall,  on  appointing  the  Park 
Board,  designate  one  member  to  be  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board,  and  the  Board  may  appoint  such 
other  officers  from  the  membership  as  they  deem 
necessary  and  shall  notify  the  Minister  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  such  officers. 

4.  Meetings  of  Park  Boards. — Every  Park  Board 
shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  its  business  once 
each  calendar  year  at  a  time  and  place  determined 
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by  the  Board,  and  at  other  times  shall  meet  at  the 
call  of  the  Chairman  as  the  business  of  the  Board 
may  require. 

5.  The  Chairman  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  within  fourteen  (14)  days  of  the  receipt  of 
a  request  in  writing  setting  out  the  purpose  of  such 
a  meeting  made  by  two  (2)  members  of  the 
Board.  Seven  (7)  days’  notice  of  the  meeting  shall 
be  given  by  the  Chairman,  provided  such  notice 
may  be  waived  by  all  members  of  the  Board  pres¬ 
ent  at  such  meeting. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  other  meetings  when 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  Minister. 

7.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board, 
present  at  a  duly  called  meeting  of  the  Board,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  competent  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  Board. 

8.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  shall  exercise  one  vote  in  the  decisions 
of  the  Board. 

9.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the  members 
present  at  any  duly  called  meeting  of  the  Board 
shall  elect  a  Chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  that 
meeting. 

10.  Records  and  Accounts. — It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  Park  Board  to  prepare  and  maintain 
proper  and  adequate  records  and  accounts  of  the 
business  and  meetings  of  the  Board.  Once  each 
year,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Minister  may 
require,  the  Park  Board  shall  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  Minister  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
Board’s  administration  and  a  financial  statement 
setting  forth  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Board 
and  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  past  year 
and  the  accounts  and  sums  payable  and  receivable 
by  the  Board.  The  Board  shall,  whenever  required 
by  the  Minister,  submit  reports  of  all  Park  Use 
Permits  issued  by  the  Board  and  on  any  other  mat¬ 
ters  pertaining  to  the  management  of  the  Board. 

1 1.  Funds  received  on  behalf  of  any  Park  Board 
shall  be  deposited  to  the  account  of  that  Board,  in 
a  chartered  bank,  within  seven  (7)  days  of  their 
receipt. 

12.  The  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  each  Park 
Board  shall  comprise  the  signing  officers  of  that 
Board  and  are  authorized  to  execute,  jointly,  such 
contracts,  agreements,  and  documents  and  to  re¬ 
ceive  and  disburse  such  funds  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  as  the  Board  may  determine. 

13.  The  Board  may,  by  resolution,  adopt  a  form 
of  seal,  and  when  affixed  by  the  proper  officers  of 
the  Board  to  any  document  shall  operate  as  the 
act  or  execution  thereof  by  the  Board. 

14.  Resignations.  —  Every  member  of  a  Park 
Board  who,  for  any  reason,  desires  to  resign  from 
that  Board  shall  submit  to  the  Minister  his  resigna¬ 
tion  in  writing. 

15.  Business  of  Park  Boards. — No  member  shall 
give  any  instruction  or  direction,  enter  into  any 
contract  or  agreement,  or  otherwise  conduct  busi¬ 
ness  on  behalf  of  a  Board  except  as  authorized  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board  duly  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  a  meeting  of  that  Board. 

16.  No  Park  Board  shall  enter  into  any  agree¬ 
ment  or  make  any  contracts  through  which  the 
Board  assumes  liability  in  excess  of  the  current 
liquid  assets  of  the  Board  without  first  receiving 
the  written  approval  of  the  Minister. 

17.  No  Park  Board  shall  make  any  expenditure 
or  incur  any  indebtedness  which  reduces  its  cur¬ 
rent  liquid  assets  to  an  amount  less  than  its  total 
liabilities  without  first  receiving  the  written  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Minister. 

18.  Payment  of  Accounts. — Every  account  pay¬ 
able  by  a  Park  Board  shall  be  paid  by  that  Board 
as  the  same  becomes  due. 

19.  Improvements  in  Parks. — Subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Statutes  and  of  these  regulations, 
any  Park  Board  may  provide  or  install,  or  cause 
to  be  provided  or  installed,  within  the  park  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  that  Board,  such  public  facilities 
or  improvements  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  public 
use  of  that  park. 

20.  Park  Use  Permits. — Subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Statutes  and  of  these  regulations,  any  Park 
Board  may  grant  or  issue  any  Park  Use  Permit 
which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  enable  the 
use  or  establishment  of  facilities  within  the  park 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Board. 


21.  Inspections  by  Park  Boards.  —  Any  Park 
Board  or  any  duly  authorized  agent  of  any  Park 
Board  may,  at  all  reasonable  times,  enter  into  and 
inspect  any  building,  structure,  or  work  of  any 
kind  within  any  park  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that 
Board  and  may  require  or  order  the  proper  mainte¬ 
nance  or  repair  of  that  building,  structure,  or 
work. 

Part  II 

Park  Use  Permits 

22.  Park  Use  Permits  Required. — The  Minister 
may  define  any  park  use  or  occupancy  for  which  a 
Park  Use  Permit  shall  be  required. 

23.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore¬ 
going  regulation,  a  Park  Use  Permit  is  required 
for  the  following: — 

(a)  Erection,  construction,  or  occupancy  of  any 
residence,  cabin,  boat-house,  house-boat,  or 
any  other  building  or  structure  within  any 
park: 

(/>)  Excepting  operations  carried  on  under  a 
timber-sale  contract  granted  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Forest  Act,”  the  engaging  in 
any  commercial  or  industrial  enterprise  of 
any  description  and  any  and  all  activities 
undertaken  in  whole  or  in  part  for  financial 
consideration,  including  mining,  trapping, 
guiding,  and  offering  service,  equipment, 
accommodation,  goods,  or  commodities  for 
hire  or  for  sale  within  any  park. 

24.  Permits  by  Boards. — Subject  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  these  regulations  and  to  such  rates,  fees, 
terms,  and  conditions  as  the  Park  Board  may  deter¬ 
mine,  any  Park  Board  may  grant  a  Park  Use  Per¬ 
mit,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  twenty-one  (21) 
years,  authorizing  any  use  or  occupancy,  within 
the  park  under  the  management  of  that  Board, 
which  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  for 
which  the  park  is  constituted. 

25.  Transfer  of  Improvements.- — No  building  or 
improvement  constructed  or  installed  under  a  Park 
Use  Permit  issued  or  granted  by  any  Park  Board 
shall  be  removed,  sold,  or  sub-let  by  any  permittee 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  Park  Board, 
and  then  such  building  or  improvement  shall  not  be 
sold  or  sub-let,  save  to  the  holder  of  a  Park  Use 
Permit  to  occupy  or  utilize  that  building  or  im¬ 
provement. 

26.  Permits  Are  Terminable. — Any  Park  Use 
Permit  may  be  terminated  or  cancelled  forthwith 
by  the  Minister,  or  by  the  Park  Board  by  which  it 
was  granted,  for  any  of  the  following  causes: — 

( a )  Failure  of  the  permittee  to  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  per¬ 
mit  was  issued: 

( b )  Breach  of  any  provisions  of  the  “Forest 
Act  ”  or  of  any  regulation  made  thereunder: 

(c)  Failure  of  the  permittee  to  make  bona  fide 
use  of  the  permit  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  granted  within  one  year  of  its  issu¬ 
ance: 

(d)  At  the  written  request  of  the  permittee: 

(e)  When  such  termination  or  cancellation  is 
necessary  in  the  public  interest. 

27.  Notice  of  termination  or  cancellation  of  a 
Park  Use  Permit  shall  be  effectually  given  when 
posted,  by  registered  mail,  to  the  last-known  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  permittee. 

28.  Permits  Not  Transferable. — No  Park  Use 
Permit  issued  or  granted  by  any  Park  Board  shall 
be  transferable. 

29.  No  permittee  shall  lease,  rent,  or  charge  any 
toll  over  any  land  over  which  any  privilege  has 
been  granted  in  a  Park  Use  Permit  except  such 
land  as  is  occupied  by  a  building,  and  the  public 
shall  at  all  times  have  free  access  to  all  park  lands 
not  so  occupied,  except  that  the  Park  Board  may 
grant  a  Park  Use  Permit  authorizing  sponsors  of 
a  special  event  within  a  park  to  levy  an  admission 
charge  to  that  event. 

30.  Concessions. — Where  within  a  park  it  is 
deemed  advisable  to  grant  a  concession  for  service 
to  the  public,  such  a  concession  may  be  granted  by 
the  Park  Board  through  the  issuance  of  a  Park 
Use  Permit  in  such  terms  and  subject  to  such  con¬ 
ditions  as  the  Park  Board  may  approve. 
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31.  Any  Park  Board  may,  at  its  discretion, 
specify  or  limit  the  kinds  and  qualities  of  services, 
accommodations,  goods,  or  commodities  offered 
to  the  public  under  any  Park  Use  Permit  granted 
by  that  Board,  and  the  prices  and  rates  charged 
therefor  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Park 
Board. 

Part  III 

Public  Use  of  Parks 

32.  Powers  of  Park  Board. — Subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Statutes  and  of  these  regulations,  any 
Park  Board  may  determine  the  uses,  activities,  and 
practices  to  be  accommodated  within  the  park 
under  the  management  of  that  Board  and  may 
define  the  areas,  within  that  park,  in  which  any 
specified  use,  activity,  or  practice  shall  be  permitted 
or  prohibited. 

33.  Board  May  Make  Rules. — Subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Statutes  and  of  these  regulations, 
any  Park  Board  may  make  and  promulgate  such 
rules  of  conduct  within  the  park  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  protection  of  the  park  under  the  man¬ 
agement  of  that  Board  and  for  the  control,  protec¬ 
tion,  and  convenience  of  the  public  within  that 
park. 

34.  Roads  and  Traffic.- — Without  restricting  the 
provisions  of  any  other  Act  respecting  private 
roads,  the  provisions  of  Park  II  of  the  “  Highway 
Act  ”  shall,  mutatis  mutandis,  apply  to  every  road 
constructed  or  maintained  as  a  park  road,  by  any 
Park  Board  or  by  the  Forest  Service  or  by  any 
permittee  under  any  Park  Use  Permit,  within  any 
park,  and  such  park  roads,  and  all  traffic  thereon, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Park  Board 
having  jurisdiction  over  that  park  or  of  any  duly 
authorized  agent  of  that  Board. 

35.  Every  person  on  foot,  horseback,  or  operat¬ 
ing  a  vehicle  shall  at  all  times  heed  and  obey  the 
directions  of  said  agent,  indicated  by  gestures  or 
otherwise,  while  using  said  park  roads,  and  every 
person  shall  obey  directions  indicated  on  any 
sign  displayed  by  authority  of  any  Park  Board. 

36.  Parking. — No  person  shall  park  or  leave 
standing  any  vehicle  on  any  park  road  or  park 
land  except  in  an  area  designated  for  that  purpose. 

37.  No  person  shall  cause  or  permit  a  vehicle 
to  obstruct  traffic  in  any  park. 

38.  No  commercial  vehicle,  or  any  vehicle  on 
which  is  displayed  advertising  of  any  kind,  or  any 
vehicle  equipped  with  a  public-address  system, 
shall  be  driven  within  any  park  for  the  purpose  of 
advertising  or  demonstrating,  except  as  may  be 
authorized  by  a  Park  Use  Permit. 

39.  Trailers  Restricted.  —  No  trailers  shall  be 
parked  or  used  as  living  or  sleeping  quarters  within 
any  park  except  on  a  site  approved  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  by  the  Park  Board  having  jurisdiction  over 
that  park. 

40.  Preservation  of  Property. — Subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Forest  Act  ”  respecting  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  timber  in  parks,  no  person,  unless  author¬ 
ized  by  a  Park  Use  Permit  so  to  do,  shall  cut, 
remove,  or  destroy  or  damage  any  tree,  shrub, 
plant,  hay,  natural  product,  curiosity,  object,  struc¬ 
ture,  work,  water-spring,  lake,  lake-shore,  water¬ 
course,  or  any  property  whatsoever,  or  destroy  or 
damage  any  lawfully  erected  sign,  in  any  park. 

41.  Construction  Restricted.  —  No  person  shall 
construct  or  erect  or  install  any  building  or  struc¬ 
ture  in  any  park,  except  in  accordance  with  plans 
and  specifications  which  have  been  approved  by 
the  Park  Board  having  jurisdiction  over  that  park. 

42.  Sanitation — Waters  Protected.  —  No  person 
within  any  park  shall  throw,  lay,  drop,  discharge, 
or  deposit  into,  or  leave  in,  the  waters  of  that  park 
or  in  any  storm-sewer,  drain,  or  ditch  flowing  into 
said  waters  any  substance,  matter,  or  thing,  either 
liquid  or  solid,  which  shall  or  may  result  in  pollu¬ 
tion  of  said  waters. 

43.  Dumping  Prohibited. — No  person  shall  de¬ 
posit  in  any  park  any  garbage,  refuse,  sewage, 
empty  or  broken  bottle,  tin  can,  waste,  or  other 
debris  or  obnoxious  material,  except  in  a  recep¬ 
tacle  or  pit  provided  for  that  purpose. 


44.  Sewage-disposal.— No  person  shall  use  any 
toilet,  wash-basin,  sink,  or  similar  appliance  in  any 
trailer  which  is  not  equipped  with  a  removable 
metal  container  for  the  retention  of  garbage,  waste, 
and  liquid  refuse,  and  no  person  shall  deposit  the 
contents  of  said  containers  within  any  park,  except 
in  places  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  Park 
Board  having  jurisdiction  over  that  park. 

45.  Commercial  Operations. — No  person  shall 
operate  within  any  park  any  regular  taxicab,  bus, 
or  other  public  conveyance  or  service,  or  operate 
any  parking  area  for  fees,  without  having  obtained 
a  Park  Use  Permit  so  to  do. 

46.  No  person  shall,  without  a  Park  Use  Permit 
so  to  do,  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  property  or  privi¬ 
lege  within  any  park,  nor  shall  any  person  to  whom 
property  has  been  entrusted  for  personal  use  hire, 
lease,  or  rent  that  property  to  another  person. 

47.  No  person  shall,  without  a  Park  Use  Permit 
so  to  do,  impose  any  charge  to  be  paid  by  any 
member  of  the  public  for  admission  to  any  area  or 
building  in  any  park  or  for  any  service  rendered  in 
any  park. 

48.  Advertising. — No  person  shall,  without  a 
Park  Use  Permit  so  to  do,  place  or  display  within 
any  park  any  word,  character,  or  device  designed 
to  advertise  any  person,  business,  profession,  group, 
association,  article,  thing,  exhibition,  matter,  or 
event. 

49.  Fires. — In  any  park  in  which  fireplaces  are 
provided,  no  person  shall  kindle,  build,  light, 
maintain,  or  use  a  fire,  except  in  a  place  provided 
or  designated  for  that  purpose. 

50.  Firearms. — No  person  shall  hunt  or  carry 
any  loaded  firearm  within  any  park,  provided  this 
restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any  member  of  the 
armed  services,  forest  officer,  police  officer,  or 
game  warden  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty. 

51.  Explosives. — No  person,  other  than  an  em¬ 
ployee  of  a  bona  fide  construction  or  mining  com¬ 
pany  or  of  a  recognized  Government  agency,  while 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  shall  have 
in  his  possession  within  any  park  any  explosive  or 
explosive  substance  without  a  Park  Use  Permit  so 
to  do. 

52.  Animals. — No  person  shall  cause  or  permit 
any  animal  owned  by  him,  or  in  his  custody  or 
under  his  control,  to  roam  at  large  in  any  park, 
except  as  is  authorized  by  a  Park  Use  Permit. 

53.  Minors. — No  parent,  guardian,  or  custodian 
of  any  minor  shall  permit  or  allow  that  minor  to 
do,  in  any  park,  any  act  prohibited  by  any  park 
regulation  or  rule  applicable  to  that  park. 

54.  Information.  —  Every  person  entering  or 
seeking  to  enter  any  park  shall  give  to  any  duly 
authorized  representative  of  the  Park  Board  having 
jurisdiction  over  that  park  such  information  regard¬ 
ing  that  person’s  name,  address,  destination,  pro¬ 
posed  activities  within  that  park,  and  regarding 
any  other  matter  pertaining  to  park  use  or  occu¬ 
pancy  as  that  representative  may  request. 

55.  Observance  of  Rules  and  Regulations.— 
Every  person  within  the  boundaries  of  any  park 
shall  observe  and  obey  every  rule  and  regulation 
applicable  to  that  park  made  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Forest  Act  ”  or  of  these  regulations. 

56.  Violations. — Every  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  these  regulations  shall,  on  summary 
conviction,  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the 
“  Forest  Act.” 

57.  Inspections  by  Chief  Forester. — The  Chief 
Forester  or  any  duly  authorized  forest  officer 
acting  under  his  instructions  may  enter  into  any 
park,  and  at  all  reasonable  times  may  enter  into 
any  building,  structure,  or  improvement  within  any 
park,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  or  inspecting 
such  parks  or  improvements. 

58.  The  Chief  Forester  may  require  any  Park 

Board  to  submit  to  the  Minister  such  reports  or 
statements,  including  financial  statements,  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  business  and  functions  of  that  Board  or 
the  administration,  development,  maintenance,  and 
use  of  any  park  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that 
Board  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Forester, 
be  necessary  in  the  public  interest.  sc27 — 2578

LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY 


PRIVATE  BILLS 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House 
until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 


(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IVi  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of  each 
Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If  amend¬ 
ments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its  progress 
before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or  through 
the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule  98, 
fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company  are 
payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars  can 
be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.
